In consequence, difficulty was 
experienced in providing the fuli supply. This was therefore restricted for 
seven short pericds during the year. Had it not been due to the Council's 
foresight in srranging for an emergency supply trom the Derwent Valley Water 
Board Aqueduct ~ cavleilment of the town supply would have been greater, 
Additional water a+ the rate of 26,000 gallons per day was obtained in this way 
during the dry period.

> SLAUGHTER HOUSES AND MAAT INSPECTION. 


The Slaughter Houses and the Meat Distributing Centre have been 
regularly inspected throughout the year, 
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The Slaughter Houss remains as stated in my last Annual Report. 
They are far from satisfactory. There are no cold storage facilities ~ no 
proper washing or cleansing facilities, in consequence no propcr separation of 
infected knives or infected cloths; whilst the general layout is not good. 

Once again I wish to state emphatically that a Public Abbatoir 
is long overdue in this district. The Tuberculosis incidence in cattle 
slaughtered here fill surely bear cut the need of it. Whilst the number of 
non=pulmonary cases in the human population should be noted. 


The Report of the Sanitary Inspector and Curveyor is appended 
herewith as also is Form 572 as required by the Factory Acts, Section 128.
